QUESTION OF THE CURRENCY. a 

Senator Conkling never said a better thing 
than when he remarked that Our currency 
is a lie; and a lie will upset anything, from 
an apple-cart to an empire.” If there 
were uo importance to this question in point of 
principle, still would it be paramount practi- 
cally, because the people and the press have 

o it so. By a majority so large that the mi- 
nority is not worth counting, they have decided 
to have dollars which are dollars; to bave spe" 
cie-payments ; and, on that line, to take no step 
back wards. 

In marching forwards to cash-payments, there 
is no need of even a temporary otraction of 
circulating medium, provided always we can 
assure our farmers that we are also marching on 
to cheaper transportation ; our merchants, that 
our commercial marine is in the course of speedy 
rehabilitation; our capitalists gud practical 
miners, that their means and work shall be pro- 
tected against meursion. Reform in inland and 
oceanic transportation will enable us to pay our 
debts abroad with our produce, leaving no neces- 
sity for the exportation of gold. The proper 
measure for resumption, aided and safely forti- 
fied by increased ion of gold, at once 
changes the of our currency, and the 
only reason for export of an inferior 
currency—ceases to operate. As a matter 
of fact, we should import rather than export 
gold, so that it would not be long until Govern- 
ment and banks would have plenty wherewithal 
toredeem every dollar of paper that would be 
presented for payment. 

It must be borne in mind that it is not any one 
of these measures which can bring about a con- 
summation so deyoutly to be wished, but all of 
them, Each wou be a great good in its way, 
but all are necessary if we would place the coun- 
try upon the road to great and permanent pros- 
perity, and without any violation of the commer- 
cial honor of the Republic. 

It is necessary also to amend the tariff, remorse- 
lessly chopping off a number of it atrocities; 
to give the ruling regime of officeholders a few 
vigorous lessons in respect to the value of mod- 
esty ; to cut down extravagant salaries in all in- 
stances, from President to Postmasters; to 
spare not the representative men of the

A FUNERAL SENSATION. 


A Supposed, Corpse Comes te Life After 
Being on Ice for Three Days. 
From the New York Heraid, Nov. 17. 

A most remarkable instance of a supposed 
corpse having been found to signs of 
animation, avd really being restored to life 
after lying on ice for three days, has just trans- 
pired at Yonkers, Westchester County. It ap- 
pears that a 7-year-old child of a machinist 
named Miller, living on Riverdale avenue, in the 
city above mentioned, having been in delicate 
health almost from the time of its birth, was at- 
tacked by an unusually severe fit of illness last 
Thursday morning. A physician was called in, 
and he, after apparently satisfying himself as to 
the coufrse of treatment to be adopted, prescribed 
for the little one, and, on leaving, intimated that 
he would call again in the afternoon. It is 
understood that the medicine prescribed was 
a powerful opiate; but, whether this was the 
case or not, it is asserted that when the medica! 
man Called in the afternoon a glance at his late 
patient induced him to pronounce the child 
dead. The services of an undertaker were, of 
course, at once procured, and by him the sup- 
posed corpse was tenderly prepared for the last 
rites and then placed in an ice coffin until the 
usual time for interment should have elapsed. 

A wake was accordingly held, and mourning 
relatives and friends sat up” with the body 
day and night until Sunday afternoon, the time 
announced for the funeral. Friends of the fam- 
ily had gathered in considerable numbers to 
assist in paying their tribute of respect to the 
sorrowing parents, and, almost everything being 
in readiness for the committal of “dust to 
dust,” the undertaker and his assistant, on 
transferring the body from the ice coffin to the 
casket ia which it was about to be interred, 
were struck with astonishmeat at the peculiar 
appearance of the remains. It was no- 
ticed that there was a marked absence 
of rigor mortis, or that stiffness which is an in- 
separable concomitant of departed life. This 
discovery produced an indescribably painful 
state of auxicty to the parents, while the half- 
frightened guests crowded round the ambiguous 
corpse, suggesting various means of testing 
whether the child was really alive or dead. Three 
or four physicians were sent for, and they at 
once commenced a thorough search for any lin- 
gering evidence of vitality that might remuim in 
the subject, resorting, among other means, to 
that of tying s chord tightly on the fingers, 
whereby it was seen that the nails 
color, plainly indicating that the heart had not 
ceased to perform its all-important functions.

Apprehension that Bismarck is Scheming 


for Another War with France. 


The Visit of the Prince of Wales... 
Prince Napoleon’s Manifesto. 
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Gayeties of the Season---Mnsical and 
Dramatic Matters---Faure and 
Patti. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Paris, Oct. 26, 1874. 

In political circles here, an uneasy feoling 
predominates. It is true that the official and 
officions organs seek to dispel] any fears which 
may exist, and even goso far asto threaten 
those who disseminate false rumors; but, at the 
Bourse and in financial circles, as well as those 
political, is is perfectly understood that danger 
exists. Germany has made tremendous efforts 
in the way of armament. She has most effect- 
ually fortified her new frontiers; and, as the 
people grumble at the military domination, as 
they dare to dwell upon the enormous expense 
of keeping up such armies, the German rulers 
feel the necessity for making use of those armies. 
To add to the caresand annoyances of Prince 
Bismarck, whose struggle with the Catholic 
clergy is by no means all couleur de rose for the 
Grand Chancellor, business is bad throughout 
Germany. Financial disasters are frequent, 
The failures seem but to increase as time roils 
along, and soon Bismarck will have to create a 
diversion. That be desires this is made evident 
enough by his intrigues in Italy and Spain 

against France. He bas sought to raise vexa- 
tious between the said Powers and 
France, and, having partially failed, will ere long 
have to show his game more plainly. Germans 
of position and influence, with whom I have 
conversed on this subject, say that another war 
between France and Germany 

Is INEVITABLE SHOULD BISMARCK LIVE,— 
unless, indeed, the Great Powers of Europe in- 
terfere; and you will bear in mind that these 
Powers made no show of interference when it 

Depending upon thew 
neutrality, Bismarck feels all the more em- 
boldened to pursue his towards France, 
and he will doubtless this country before 
it has had time to make every effort towards de- 
tense. The ill-will, the deadly enmity, between 
France and Germany, will exist so long as there 
has not been another struggle ; and Bismarck will 
know at the given moment how to so work upon 
the minds of the German people that he will 
meet with no strong opposition should he de- 
termine upon another war. He has no fear of 
England, and counts upon the neutrali- 
ty of Russia end Austria. As for Italy 
and Spain, he is persuaded, say 
those who best know the Prince, tbat 
those two naiions will become offensive and de- 
fensive allies whenever he wishes it; and so he 
is drawing more closely around France the dead- 
ly meshes of hie net. 

Persons upon whose judgment I know from 
experience I may count, and whe have just re- 
turned from protracted visits to Germany, tell 
me that, among the soldiers and officers thiough- 
out the Empire, there seems to be but one exult- 
ant conviction: They are soon to overrun 
France; are soon to

that she will never again assume a high rank 
among the Powers of Europe. Drilled most 
constantly and effectually, the German 
troops are aware of their strength, and 
have a deservedly-great confidence in 
the capacity of their leaders; and 
they may well look forward to another easy con- 
quest ; that is, the majority, the more careless, 
may have this confidence, but the better-iuform- 
ed are not so sat guine. They are fuli well 
aware that never again will Germany find France 
s totally unprepared for defense; aud, though 
they count upon final success, they know that it 
must be obtained at terrible cost. And so, iu 
both countries, the feeling of uneasiness is 
spreading. 

Ot course I do not mean to imply that war is 
to break out at once; but I do firmly believe 
that, short of some unforeseen turn of affairs in 
Europe, the Chancellor Bismarck will bring 
about a struggle between France and Germany

The middle of October was scarcely reached 
before the Gray Lady of the North” began to

SUITABLE WINTEB-WBAPPINGS. 

Furs were brought out from their short im- 
prisonment of camphor-gum and cedar-chips ; 
heavy dresses were made, or old ones given a 
bath in that convenient fountain of youth,—new 
trimmings ; thegreen ‘‘ venetians” (as they here 
call the Yankee green blinis”) were removed, 
and outer windows put on in their places; and 
Quebec was prepared for the worst, 

We have waited in vain for the winter to com- 
mence, and while friends from the States write 
us of snow 6 inches deep, and early sleigh-rides, 
we complacently fold up the letter and sally out 
fora long walk, hardly more warmly clad than 
we were two months ago. But. since we have 
prepared for winter, I want totell you something 
about these preparations. They strike me as 
such sensible ones that I heartily wish they 
might find sufficient favor in the eyes of your 
builders to induce them to copy some of them at 
least. For surely any one who has passed a win- 
ter in Chicago will agree with mein thinking 
there is pleniy of room for improvement in the 
comfort of your homes, 

In the first place, all the houses here Have 

DOUBLE WINDOWS. 

The outer ones are sometimes swung upon the 
same hinges which have dove duty for the 
blinds during the summer, and they open in the 
middle, as I believe all French windows do. In 
other cases, the outer is a solid sash, having no 
means of ventilation but the large pane (usually 
a sixth of the window), which is hinged. The 
inner window bas a corresponding pane, and 
plenty of fresh air can always be had. Then 
there are solid wooden shutters inside, and these, 
with heavy cuitains, complete our windows. 

Furnaces are the exception instead of the 
rule in Quebec. But in their stead we have 

GREAT STOVES, 
one of which, placed in the lower hall, will warm 
the entire house, except in the most extreme 
cold, when fires can be lit in the grates. The 
house which we have taken is warmed by one of 
these stoves, and the heat which it produces is 
delightfully even and fresh. It stands beside 
the staircase, and, being a handsome ane, does 
not spoil the appearance of the hall, or crowd it, 
as one would think. It is a regular base-buruer, 
about 4 or 5 feet high, The heat is conveyed to 
the upper part of the house by means of an 
oval pipe 8 by 18 inches. This rises to 
the fourth story, where it turns across and enters 
a chimney. The heat can be regulated from 
below eo u will ascend or descend as it is needed. 
The floors are always warm, and, as none of the 
rooms have threshoids to the doors, it is allowed 
to circulate freely, even if the doors are closed. 
As the stove is in constant sight, the fire is never 
neglected or allowed to go out, as furnace-fires, 
managed by servants, have such a fatal habit of 


| doing.

all. When you go out, put on all tue clothes you 
cam carry, and even then you will be sure to 
meet some one with still more on before you 
have gone a square.” 

As winter comes, Quebec assumes 

QUITE A DIFFERENT CHARACTER 

from the one familiar to summer-tourisis. When 
navigation closes, most of the business stops, and 
thas leaves the gentlemen at liberty to devote 
themselves to society ; and, although as yet 1 
can ouly speak from hearsay, some of the young 
ladies have confided to me the fact that Quebec 
gentlemen are the most agreeable in the world.”

CEREDO. 


A Nerthern Settlement in West Vir- 
ginia. 
Crerepo, W. Va., Nov. 9, 1874. 
To the Editor of The Chicago l'ribune: 

Sin: Down here in Dixie, falling in with the 
inaugural of your renewed administration, per- 
mit me to express my delight with the same, 
both as to the fact of the change, and the spirit 
with which it is announced. 

OCeredo— I give corn — is the site of a North- 
ern colony located here in 1857 by Eli Thayer, of 
Massachusetts. It is upon a beautiful plateau 
on the south bank of the Ohio, 3 miles above 
the mouth of the Big Sandy, which is the boun- 
dary between West Virginia and Kentucky, and 
6 miles below Huntington, the western termi- 
nus of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad. 
Thayer bought up several hundred acres, 
and laid out his town and outlots, calling for 
Northern settlers. From almost every State in 
the North they came. His Company built a large 
hotel, and a union church, in which very soon a 
Unitarian pastor, the Rev. Mr. Dixon, was in- 
stalled, the Rev. Mr. Conway preaching the ser- 
mon. A mill was put up, a glass-factory, 2 
match- factory, and a carriage shop. The colony 
was doing well. when it received a check from 
the failure of the Land Company, and the trans- 
fer of tae property, 1 foreclosure of mort - 
gage, to the Hon. C. B. Hoard, a member of 
Congress from New York, who had loaned the 
p money. This excellent gentleman, who 
is pow bere, and who still holds the franchise, ia 
a brother of our fellow-citizen, Deacon Hoard, 
of the Baptist connection. 

The war followed the settlement in four years, 
and the community was broken up. The mille 
and factories were destroyed. Forty families 
fled back tothe North. Only a few remained, 
and they frequently went to the woods 
to sleep at nicht, in fesr of bush- 
whackers, In skirmishes several soldiers 
were killed; one citizen was shot as he fled 
from his home, the house of mine host, which 
he refu«ed to leave until the enemy set it on 
fire; another citizen, with a considerable sum 
of money upon his — saved his life, when 
his house was searched, by suspending himself 
by his arms behind a chimoey in the attic. 

Sinee the War, the sbattered enterprise has 
been slowly recovering ite prosperity, though 
but a few of the old colonists have re- 
turned. Three or four extensive . saw- 
mills and factories have been 
old hotel is stili aoing servics. The Company's 
church bas been sold to the Northern Method- 
ists, who also extend hospitality to the Southern 
Methodists. In a revival, last winter, both 
pastors took hold. and, when the members were 
to be received, they stood together in the pulpit, 
and called for their respective adherents to come 
up and take the hand of fellowship. Pity — 
coming so near, they could not be one go 
church, instead of two fragments, with two min- 
isters poorly paid, and one superfluous. 

This division of the Methodist aod Presbyte- 
rian Churches at the South is a: perpetual symbol 
of Seeession, and is a constant irritant of the old 
hurt. The origioal Unitarian organization has 
disappeared. A Congregational Church of ten 
members bas just been gathered by the Field 
Superintendent of the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, aud is to be recognized by a Council 
next Sabbath.

day. One of them was against McDonaid, who 
fis charged with murderous assault, and the 
other against Mr. W. F. Scorey, who is charged 
with uttering a criminal libel upon Mr. N. K. 
Fairbank. The jury which has done this work 
deserves equal credit with Judge Booth for fear- 
lessness, decision, and concern for good morals. 

Mr. Bowen’s suit for libel against Demas 
Barnes has terminated with the acquittal of the 
defendant. The jury reported to the Court that 
in their judgment the matters published in the 
Argus relating to the late Mrs. Bowen were atro- 
cious and cruel. However, it is not well to waste 
much sympathy on Bowen; and, indeed, he 
doesn’t need it, since he finds his own reward in 
regenerating the heathen and advertising North- 
ern Pacific bonds. 


All the railroads in Illinois have been notified 
of the law requiring them to provide a wood- 
man's ax, a sledge-hammer, a hand-saw, and 
two leathern buckets for each passenger-car dis- 
patched. The provision is a useful one, and it 
will be cheerfully complied with, we feel sure, 
by all the companies interested, though some of 
them are in no condition to make lavish expend- 
itures for sledge-hammers and old leathern 
buckets. 


Common people thought that nothing in the 
way of a convention would be surprising after 
the Bill-Stickers met and fixed up their consti- 
tution. But the Coffin-Makers’ Convention, it 
must be confessed, is even more highly original 
and unique.

A committee appointed by the National Board 
of Underwriters, at the request of the Citizens’ 
Association, reached this city yesterday. It is 
expected to investigate the present condition of 
the city in respect to fire-risks, and to recom- 
mend a future line of action for the National 
Board. We have no doubt that these gen- 
tlemen will be so far satisfied with 
the improvements made since the absence of the 
Board companies as to feel justified in advising 
their return. Much will depend upon the re- 
sults of the Committee’s labors to-day; aud we 
are glad to have them in so good hands as the 
Citizens’ Association has assigned to entertain 
and guide them. 


A society has been forméd in Massachusetts, 
on the plan of our Citizens’ Association, for the 
purpose of uniting and directing the efforts of 
good men towards securing pure and efficient 
government. The new Society will be known as 
the Commonwealth Club. Judge Hoar is 
the President; the Vice-Presidents are: Henry 
L. Pierce, John Quincy Adams, Richard 
Olney, and W. E. Perkins. The Commonwealth 
Club does not need any other indorsemeat than 
these names. It will be observed that the per 
sons uniting in this movement do not propose to 
sever their party connections; but to work in, 
through, and with their respective parties for 
reform in the administration of municipal af- 
fairs. 


An exhibition of enterprise by the Chicago 
Times which is well worth noticing has been 
made in connection with the indictment for 
criminal libel recently procured by Mr. N. K. 
Fairbank. The fact of the indictment has been 
only remotely alluded to in the columns of the 
Times; but it bas been given out, as from one 
of the Powers of Darkness, that no person in- 
terested in the prosecution of Mr. Storey shall 
be eafe from invective, insult, and slander. In 
fulfillment of this threat, Mr. Swett, Mr. Sidney 
Smith, and Judge Trumbull, the counsel retained 
by Mr. Fairbank, were grossly assailed in Sun- 
day morning’s paper. Yesterday, State's Attor- 
ney Reed was charged with dereliction of duty 
in the McDonald case. More indecent than all 
was an abusive attack, several days ago, upon 
Prof. Swing, who happened to say jocosely, io 
conversation with Mr. Fairbank, that he would 
give $100 towards meeting the expenses of the 
prosecution. The proprietor of the Times pre- 
tended to regret, when the indictment was first 
returned, that Mr. Fairbank had not demanded 
the satisfaction of a gentleman. The event 
shows that, if be had demanded such satisfac- 
tion, he would never have got it from Mr. Storey. 


PERILS OF THE FUTURE. 

There are those even among Republicans who 
overlook the important consequences that may, 
and surely wil!, result from the possession of 
the several branshes of the Government by the 
Democratic party. Excluding from view alto- 
gether all thougiit or suspicion of a renewal of 
the struggle to dissolve the Union, and assum- 
ing that the people at the South are now as de- 
voted to the Union as any others of their coun- 
trymen, there are other perils equally as alarm- 
ing and more easily made certamties, and which 
are all involved in the restoration of the Demo- 
cratic party to power. We have already pointed 
out the revival of the old fundamental issue, 
whether the United States constitute a nation, 
endowed with all the attributes of national sov- 
ereignty, or whether it is a mere confederation 
of sovereign States, the General. Government 
acting as the mere agent and creature of its 
principals, the several States. On that question 
the Democratic party is now as undivided as it 
was before the War, and insists with as great te- 
nacity as ever upon its old theories of State 
Rights.” That doctrine cannot be abandoned 
by the Democratic party without a disbandment 
of the party itself. 

Now, let us ask what is the Democratic party 
to do when it obtains control of the Executive, 
Legislative, and Judicial branches of the Govern- 
ment? It will enter office upon the fundamental 
principle that this is a confederacy; that the 
General Government is the agent of the sov- 
ereign States,” and that this doctrine, though 
ignored in the administration of the Government 
by the Republicans, is now and has always been 
the true doctrine; and, to make any change in 
the administration of affairs, this principle must 
be applied to all questions presented to them for 
action. At the very beginning of their adminis- 
tration they will be met with a series of matters 
demanding legislative action which have been 
rejected by the Republicans. Among these are: 
The refunding of the war-tax imposed on cotton, 
which, with interest, now amounts to 6100, 000. 
000. The payment to all persons living within 
the Confederate States of all losses and damages 
sustained by them during the War. This includes 
compensation for horses, mules, cattle, 
grain of all kinds, and fences; for 
fire-wood, cotton destroyed and carried off; 
for buildings occupied and buildings destroyed 
or injured ; for damages resulting trom all these 
and other acts, whereby these people have suf- 
fered in person or property. It is not possible 
to estimate the amount of these claims. The 
War was actively prosecuted in Virginia during 

four years, and from that State alone there will 
be claims enough to amount with interest to 
two hundred millions of dollars. In the Cotton 
States the losses were greater, and Louisiana, 
Alabama, Georgia, and Mississippi can furnish 
authenticated claims for five to ten hundred 
millions of dollars. Tien come the claims of 
all the railroad and other transportation com- 
panies, and the owners of steamboats, seeking 
compensation for their damages. These people, 
all being citizens of their respective States, and 
owing, according to the Democratic doctrine, 
their first allegiance” to their “‘ sovereign 
States,” cannot be held responsible for any acts 
committed by authority of their States; any in- 
vasion or occupation of their premises, or any cap- 


ture or use of their property by the General Gov. 


ernment, was! a wanton trespass upon innocent 
persons who were in insurrection by command 
of their lawful sovereigus, the several States. 
Personally, according te the Democratic doctrine, 
these men were never in rebellion against the 
United States; they were but obeying their sov- 
ereign, the State Government. The general and 
universal law is, that, in time of war, all per- 
sous residing within the territory of the oppos- 
ing authority are enemies, and as such have no 
legal or equitable claim for any compensation for 
any loss or damage they may sustain, and this in- 
cludes aliens as well as the native or citizen in- 
habitanis. This rule is as absolute and as uni- 
versal in cases of civil war, rebellion, and usur- 
pation as in cases of war with foreign countries. 
According to the Democratic doctrine, this law 
cannot be applied to tus people of the Soutb, 
because they could not be in rebeilion against 
the mere agent of the States when commanded 
to bear arms by the States themselves; and 
therefore the Southern people, as a whole and 
individually, stand like the people of the North, 
entitled to the benefit of that part of the 
Constitution of the United States which provides 
that private property should not be taken or 
used without just compensation. In any Dem- 
ocratic administration, the Southern States must 
of necessity furnish a majority of the party 
represeutation in both Houses of Congress; it 
will in like manner be dominant in the Cabinet, 
and in all the courts, as it always was before the 
Rebellion. 

Nor is this all. It is claimed that the Repub- 
lican party, while administering the National 
Government, unconstitutionally and arbitrarily 
passed certain acts by which certain State 
Governments were forced upon those States ; 
that these frauduient State Goveruments have 
contracted debis to enormous amounts without 
the consent of the people; that these alleged 
usurpations were, in fact, usurpations by the 
General Government, and these debts were con- 
tracted by the National Government, and not 
by the States, and should be paid by the Gen- 
eral Government. Each of these States, more- 
over, during the War, contracted large debts for 
the protection of its people from the unlawfu! 
invasion by the United States, and payment of 
these debts has been prohibited by the Repub- 
licans, under their usarped authority to dictate 
to sovereign States; the Republicans having 
deprived the States of the means with which to 
pay these (Rebel War) debts, the debts them- 
selves become a proper charge upon the United 
States, according to the Democratic theory of the 
rights of the States. 

All these claims and demands are founded 
upon the sole distinguishing principle of the 
Democratic party, that the States are sovereign- 
ties, and the General Government no more than 
their appointed agent, acting under limited 
written powers delegated to it by the States. 
From the payment of ail these claims there is no 
escape, if the Democratic theory of the Govern- 
ment be correct; and their validity cannot be 
justly disputed or denied except upon the funda- 
mental principle, held by the Republicans, that 
the United States are a nation with all the inher- 
ent attributes of sovereignty, free of any re- 
sponsibility or dependence upon the States in 
any form or manner. 

We know that some persons in the Republican 
party, and conspicuotsely Senator Howe, of 
Wisconsin, have sought to break down the legal 
aod politic barriers by which all these claims 
have been excluded, and have urged the pay- 
ment of damages for private losses in the Rebel 
States in particular cases, upon the ground 
that a great and powerful Government ean 
afford to act liberally to a people that suffered 
and lost so much in a rebellion when they be- 
heved they were right. We know also that the 
payment of these claims, amounting in all to per- 
baps several thousands of millions of dollars, 
will be sought indirectly, especially by enlarge- 
ment of the jurisdiction and powers of the 
Court of Claims. The powers of that Court have 
already been enlarged extensively. It is so easy 
to vote to pay a judgment for a claim that Con- 
gress would not dare to vote directly. 

But without going into detail on this point, 
we contend that we have sufficiently shown that 
the return of the Democratic party to the con- 
trol of the Government will necessarily involve 
the pecuniary recognition of the Rebellion, and 
the complete compensation of the people of 
these States for all their losses and damages 
caused by the Union armies; the assumption of 
the Rebel State debts, and such a general ac- 
cumulation of debt as will double the taxes and 
mortgage the United States for the next two cen- 
turies. 


A CLINCHER ON SMITH. 

At a meeting of the President's Cabinet yes- 
terday, it was agreed that the Government had 
no information which would justify interference 
in Arkansas affairs. Without interference, of 
course, Smith can never be installed in office; 
and the decision ef the authorities at Wasbing- 
ton is therefore a death-blow to his aspirations. 
This is precisely such an end to the Smith 
squabble as we expected and predict- 
ed. It was impossible, at the first 
glance, for a disinterested observer to 
see how Smith could be recognized; 
and a careful examination of the grounds on 
which his pretensions were based has only 
served to confirm early impressions. Before 
dismissing this subject altogether, we wish to re- 
vive some circumstances in connection with 
Smith’s recent duct which of themselves 
fully justify the decision of the President ad- 
verse to his appeal. 

Smith has a remarkable record. He was a can- 
didate on the Baxter ticket, in 1872, for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor; Brooks. who was the Democratic- 
Greeley candidate, was probably elected, as is 
now claimed by the Republicans ; but the Legis- 
lature, which by the Constitution of that State 
is the exclusive authority to canvases the returns 
for Governor, counted Baxter in as Governor 
and Smith as Lieutenant-Governor. In 1874, 
Brooks had become a Republican, and Baxter 
was suspected of having liberalized. Brooks at- 
tempted a revolution, but the President sus- 
tained Baxter, requiring him to summon the 
Legislature to determine who was Governor. 
The Legislature convened, aad Smith pre- 
sided in the Senate during the whole 
session. That Legislature passed the law 
calling a State Convention to make a 
new Constitution. Smith signed that law. 
The election for delegates took place, Smith be- 
ing one of them. He attended the Convention 
and took part in its proceedings. The Constitu- 
tion being adopted, the old State Government 
gave place to a new one. After all these pro- 
ceedings, Smith now turns up denying that the 
Legisiature over which he presided was a legal 
body; that the Convention in which he served 
was a legal body; that the Constitution which 
he helped to frame, and which was adopted by 
the people, was a valid document; and that the 
Government elected under that Constitution wag 


2 legal Government; and therefore he claims 


that, Baxter having felixed from Gills, he;

pub icans claim that Brooks was really elected 
Governor in 1872, and; if this be true, then 


The city has just made a narrow escape from 
the dangers that always threaten it when it is 
obliged to confront the average juryman in 2 
lawsuit. The disagreement of a jury, and it is 
said the persistent hovesty of s single juryman, 
has saved it from being muleted in large dam- 
ages in a professional suit against it. This suit 
grew out of one of the contracts for deepening 
the canal which was undertaken by the city as a 
means for draining the Chicago River. A con- 
tract for excavating rock was let to Sanger, of 
Joliet, and others, The work was to be done 
within three years, and so as not to interfere 
with navigation. This necessitated ite being done 
in winter-time. The first winter the contractors 
did nothing but prepare the way by providing 
their dredges, derricks, tools, etc. The second 
winter they performed a very small portion of the 
work ; and it became evident that, at the rate they 
were progressing, it would require about ten 
years to complete the job, which, by the terms of 
their contract, was to be finished within three 
years. Upon satisfactory evidence of this, the 
Board of Public Works very properly declared 
the contract forfeited, and relet the work to 
Messers. Singer 4 Taicott, who proceeded to 
finish it. 

Mr. Sanger and his associates thereupon sued 
the city for damages. We believe their contract 
price was 61.625 per yard for stove excavation. 
They endeavored to prove that they could have 
finished the work within the alloted time, and 
that they would have made 81 a yard on the con- 
tract. At this rate the city would have been 
obliged to pay $200,000 in damages. But evi- 
dence was iutroduced on the side of the city to 
show (1) that Sanger aud his partners, the second 
year, had applied to the Common Council for 
an advance of $25,000 on their out dt. 
which was prima facie evidence that 
they were nos prepared to go on with 
the work; and () that Messrs. Singer 
& Talcott, whose contract price was $2.25 per 
yard, had expended at least $2 per yard in finish- 
ing the job, and nobody could perform the work 
cheaper than they. The city proved, therefore, 
that, by declaring the Sanger contract forfeited, 
it had saved money for Mr. Sanger and bis part- 
ners instead of damaging them. Yet, notwith- 
standing this, Mr. Sanger only failed in getting 
a verdict by the hanging of the jury,—and all 
because he was suing the city. 

This case is by no means exceptional. The 
law- officers of the city are constantly convending 
against the readiness of juries made up of non- 
tax-payers and bummers to fleece the tax-payers. 
The sympathy of the average juryman spon- 
taneously ranges itself on the aide of any. indi- 
vidual who seexs to get money out of the city. 
The lack of personality in the city seems to de- 
prive it of every consideration or chance of jus- 
tice before a bummer jury. The fact is, that, if 
there be any prejudice or leaning in favor of 
either side, it should be in accordance with 
past experience, which shows that nine-tenths 
of the suits brought against the city are made 
up without merit and as mere mouey-making 
speculation, schemes to plunder the tax-payers. 
This Sanger suit has been tried twice. The first 
time it was tried, the Judge set a good example 
by rejecting the regular scalawag panel, and 
ordering a special panel made up of tax-payers. 
The result of that trial was that the jury found 
no cause of action. This second jury, per 
conira, was composed, as we are informed, of 
ex-bartendera, a street-car-driver, and others of 
the same class who have no interest in protect- 
ing the city against the greed of speculators. 
The difference in the result of the two trials 
should teach the common justice of impaneling 
on juries, in all suits in which the city is de- 
fendant, men who have taxes to pay, and who 
appreciate the fact that it is as unfair to find 


an unwarranted verdict against the city as 


it would be against an individual We 
believe that no city in this country has suffered 
more from these speculating lawsuits than the 
City of Ohicego; and we believe it to be the 
duty of our Judges to give special and personal 
attention to the composition of the jury in every 
one of these cases. There is never any danger 
that individual interests will suffer from an intel- 
ligent jury of tax-payers; there is always danger 
that the city will suffer from an unintelligent 
jury of non-tax-payers and persons of Commun- 
istic sympathies.

THE WEST AND SOUTH. 

The Richmond (Va.) Whig of the 18th inst. 
contains an article headed The West and 
South,” in which a closer union between these 
two sections is advocated, so that the West and 
South may act together, not only upon questions 
of sectional interest, but also upon the great 
national questions which must inevitably arise 
soon in Federal legislation, affecting the indus- 
trial progress and prosperity of the country as 
well as the political rights and privileges of the 
people. There is great force in the argument of 
the Whig, and there is great necessity for such 
a mutual understanding between the West and 
South, because the interests of the two are in 
many respects identical, and, as the Whig says, 
im the nature of things, they must and will 
work together.” 

There are some points in which the West is all 
ready to meet the South and work in concert 
with her. The West is ready to act with the 
South in demacding a revenue tariff which shall 
relieve the people of the onerous tax upon the 
necessities of life, and at the same time shall be 
sufficient to support the Government and main- 
tain its credit. The West is ready to act with 
the South in demanding asound, stable, and con- 
vertible currency in sufficient quantity for the 
legitimate needs of the country, so as to remove 
the damage which is now occasioned to business 
by the fluctuations in value, and the necessity 
imposed upon merchants and manufacturers 
of speculating upon these values before 
they can make contracts, thus  intrd- 
ducing a dangerous element of uncertainty 
into all kinds of business. The Whig, however, 
is mistaken in saying: They are both sick of 
hard times, and are therefore sick of hard 
money.” The West is sick of hard times, and 
is therefore in favor of hard money. It wants 
currency brought up tothe gold value so that 
business may be placed upon a firm and secure 
basis. There is soother reform in which the 
West stands ready to meet the South. The agri- 
cultural interests of these two great sections 
are identical. The West raises the grain, the 
South the cotton, of the country, and both are 
equally interested in getting their products to 
the seaboard as cheaply as possible. The 
present cost of transportation of the products 
both of the South and West eats up half the 
protite and lays a ruinous tax upon the industry 
of the farmer and the planter. The West, there- 
fore, is ready to meet the South in urging upon 
Gougress the importance of improving the a» 


tional highways. 90 as to regulate and control 
railroad monopolies and preveot their exactions 


upon the producers. In these three respects the 
West is ready to act with the South, but in auch 
manner as not to conflict with or oppress Eastern 
capitalists, whose capita! is needed in both se- 
tions,—in the West, to sustain and increase its 
prosperity and productive power; in the South, 
to restore and build up again what has been 
broken down. 

There is another measure, however, in which 
the West is not ready to join with the South. 
Says the Whig: We hope to see the National 
party, now composed of Democrats, Conserva- 
tives, and Liberals, maintained in unity and in 
harmony. at least until after its triumph in the 
Presidential election, two years from now, shall 
have made assurance doubly sure that Radical- 
ism is so completely crushed as never more to 
be able to endanger the liberties of the people.” 
The Whig evidently supposes that the recent 
elections have made it easy for the West and 
South to unite upon this point. It mistakes the 
meaning of these elections if it supposes that 
the West is any the less Radical than it has 
been, or that ite has any affiliation with 
the Rebel element of the South, or its sympathiz- 
ers, the Bourbon Democracy of the South, who 
have heretofore endangered the liberties of 
the people.” The same spirit which led the 
West to supply the very bone and sinew of the 
Federal army in the War of the Rebellion exists 
here still. The West is as stannch an adherent 
to the Union as ever, as patriotic as ever. Radi- 
oalism still confronts the Bourbon Democracy 
as it did during the War, whetber it wears the 
shape of the Northern Copperbead or the 
Southern Rebel. The West can make no 
allisnce with the South upon any grounds whieh 
exclude Radicaliam, for the West is Radical to 
the core, and is as resolute in its patriotism in 
1874 as it was in 1861, and is determined to con- 
serve the results secured by the War at ay 
hazard. 


CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM IN NEW YORK. 

The Republican party gained a substantial 
victory in New York notwithstanding the fact 
that their candidate for Governor was defeated. 
We refer to the adoption bya large majority of 
all the constitutional amendments submitted to 
the people at the last election. The idea of Con- 
stitutional Reform in New York originated with 
the Republican party, who gave it a real exist- 
ence aud formulated it in so intelligent a manner 
that the Democrats found it impossible to defeat 
the proposed amendments. The Democrats did 
not fail im this for lack of trying. They caused 
their tickets to be printed with nine of the twelve 
amendments canceled. Tammany Hall made a 
special fight against two or three of them, espe- 
cially that prohibiting the voting away of the 
people’s money in subsidies to sectarian institu- 
tions. The Democratic politicians were really 
opposed to the spirit of the reform throughout, 
but did not dare to oppose the amendments en 
masse. They hoped, however, by a system of 
canceling diferent amendmen‘s on different sets 
of tickets to defeat them all. Their failure may 
be regarded, therefore, as a Republican victory, 
and the people of New York are to be congrat- 
ulated on the very great improvements they have 
secured in their Constitution. 

There were twelve amendments submitted, 
which provided, in general terms, for the redis- 
tricting of the State; prohibiting private and 
special legislation; reforming the canal system ; 
prescribing an oath of office; providing penal- 
ties for official briberies ; increasing the terms 
and salaries of Governor and Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor ; limiting local indebtedness; prohibiting 
subsidies to ecclesiastical corporations and State 
appropriations for private charities ; fixing sala- 
ries for State officials, and appointing the time 
when these amendments should take effect, All 
of these amendments are of great importance to 
the people of New York, but some of them are 
of merely local significance, Those which would 
apply everywhere relate to the safeguards pro- 
vided against legislative jobs, electoral corrup- 
tion, the diversion of public moneys for private 
and sectarian benefit, and the limitation of mu- 
nicipal indebtedness. Every official who enters 
upon hie duties after the first of the year will be 
required to subscribe to the following oath of 
office : 


And I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) that I 
have not directly or indirectly paid, offered, or prom- 


ed to pay, contributed or promised to contribute, 
any money or other valuable thing as s reward for the 
giving or withholding a vote at the election at which I 
was elected to said office, and have not made any prom- 
ise to influence the giving or withholding of any such 
vote, 


This, of itself, will do much to stop the flood 
of corruption at the polls, perhaps more than 
the most thorough and stringent election laws. 
Every candidate for office henceforth will know 
that he will be called upon to make oath that he 
has in no sense purchased his office nor bribed 
any one to vote for him. That oath will be a 
standing answer to the cormorants that abound 
for weeks and months before elections and in- 
fest caucuses and nominating conventions. The 
man will be desperate, indeed, who will deliber- 
ately risk the loss of an office and conviction for 
perjury in order to secure an election by the 
purchase of votes. The purchase of office in 
New York under Democratic rule was as com- 
mon and matter-of-fact a transaction as 
the purchase of damaged goods at auction. 
The man who goes into this sort of 
business hereafter will deo so at his 
peril, The diversion of the peoples money to 
private corporations has also been cut off by the 
adoption of the new amendments. The New 
York Legislature bas always offered a rich mine 
to lobbyists and jobbers. Nearly every Legisla- 
ture has passed what is called a Charity bill,” 
giving immense sums of public mouey to insti- 
tutions managed by private individuals and gen- 
erally for private profit. The Legislature of 1869 
voted away $563,608 in this way. In 1871 the 
donations amounted to $1,040,545. These ap- 
propriations were secured in the most scandalous 
manner. There was a regular system of log- 
rolling and trading, in which the lobbyists and 
corruptionists of the different localities would 
combine in grabbing everything that was pro- 
posed. The Charity bill, therefore, was a sort 
of omnibus measure which gave freely to all who 
asked. This practice has now been abolished, 
along with all other eorrupt, grasping, private 
legislation, and the New York Assembly of the 
future will be constrained to devote their time to 
the legitimate functions of general law-making 
for the benefit of the whole people. 

One of the most important of the constita- 
tional amendments adopted in New York is that 
which empowers the Legislature to sell, lease, or 
abandon the lateral canais which, for years, have 
absorbed the earnings of Erie. The West, no 
lees than New York, has an active interest in the 
action which the New York Legislature will take 
in this regard; and we are inclined to think that 
the diversion of the Western traffic to Philadel- 
phia, Boston, and Baltimore, will induce the 
State to take advantage of this amendment, and 
thereby enable it to reduce the tolls ea Erie. 


Dus expendisares on these lateral canals to keep 


them in repair has been the excuse for main- 
taining the exorbitant tolls in the past; their 
abandonment will enable New York to compete 
for the Western trade with the rivals that are 
springing up on all sides. 

It is pleasant toremember that all the genuine 
constitutional reform of the last few years may 
be traced directly to the influence of the Consti- 
tution of Illinois adopted in 1870, which has 
served as a model for all the others. That in- 
strument embodies in a clear, concise, and in- 
telligent shape the fundamental principles which 
have been since adopted in Pennsylvania and is 
embraced in those amendments adopted ia New 
York. Its articles on the subjects of private and 
special legislation, official bribery, prohibition of 
sectarian subsidies, and the limitation of munic- 
ipal indebtedness, have served as models in 
every subsequent effort at constitutional reform 
elsewhere that has been successful. In the case 
of Ohio, a convention of selfish lawyers ignored 
the clearness and simplicity of these models, con- 
fused their real purpose in a massa of verbiage, and 
disregarded the actual needs of the people. The 
resuit was that the instrument they submitted 
to the people was defeated, while the amend- 
ments in Pennsylvania and New York were 
adopted by an immense popular majority. Other 
States in need of constitutional reform will do 
well to pote the difference and foliow the Lili- 
nois copy.

A year ago, shortly after the panic, when there 
was ap expectation of a largely-reduced reve- 
nue, Mr. Dawes, in his place in Congress, laid 
down the correct rule to govern in such a con- 
tingency. There were three modes offered: 1, 
to borrow money ; 2, to increase taxes; and 3, 
to reduce expenditures. The first two he held 
to be disgraceful to any country at peace, and 
the third was the only honorable method open to 
a Government that was honest or respected the 
national character. To borrow money or to in- 
crease taxes to meet the current expenditures of 
the Government would be alike injurious to the 
public credit, The other mode of reducing ex- 
penses was the only one consistent with national 
integrity and sound policy. The appropria- 
tions for the year ending June 30, 1875, 
made at the last session, though less 


still largely in excess of those of 1872-8. It is 
insisted now by the heads of Bureaus at Waeb- 
ington that an increase of $20,000,000 of reve- 
nue from duties on imports will be necessary in 
order to keep up the expenses of the Govern- 
ment to the regulation standard, and they pro- 
pose to ask Congress to amend the tariff by add- 
ing increased rates to produce that sum. One 
of these subordinates insists that Congress, in- 
stead of appropriating specific amounts for s 
stated number of each class of clerks in each 
Bureau, shall appropriate a round sum, to be 
expended at the discretion of the chief. Each 
of these officers would then be an independent 
sovereign, wielding a patronage at the expense 
of the public wholly free of all responsibility. 
That is the Bureau idea of Governmeut and the 
Bureau idea of taxation. 

Congress at ita next session will have to make 
the appropriations for the Government for 
the year ending June 30, 1976, and the responsi- 
bility will rest upon it of deciding whether the 
country must be additionally taxea or the expend- 
itures reduced. It is nearly ten years since the 
War ciosed, and it is time to restore the Govern- 
ment expenditures to the peace standard. Any 
man who proposes to increase taxes in order to 
support a system of extravagant expenditures 
is not to be trusted as a statesman.

DIFFICULTY OF INDICTING THEM.

This policy. was adopted to circum- 
vent Washburn, and, proving successful, has 
been continued, since, under the present law, 
it hopelessly defeats the “ blind lady,” and ren- 
ders the person of the man or men who retain 
the profits of the games secure from arrest and 
punishment. Under the recent law, which was 
formed especially to catch the proprie- 
tors, the men who deal, or appar- 
ently have charge of the games, are 
considered to be the rs of the house. 
It is possible to convict all of Mike McDonald's 
employes under this law, but Mike himself is 
ABOVE THE LAW, 

inasmuch as he does not deal or have active charge 
of his rooms while gambling is goiog on. The 
same may be said of nearly every other similar 
establishment in the city; the men who nomi- 
nally owu the games live in New York or Phila- 
delphia, while those who pocket the cash won 
are shielded by a bill of sale, and avoid punish- 
ment by simply keeping the key of the safe. 

There would seem, therefore, to be no remedy, 
—that it is impossible to check gambling effect- 
ually in Chicago. One thing, however, which 
has not been done, but which should be tried 
(and the attention of the present Grand Jury is 
called to the fact), is to 

INDICT THE MEN WHO RENT ROOMS 
to the gamblers. They are able under the law; 
and, if the Grand Jury would make an example 
or some one who sacrifices principle for an enor- 
mous rent, the effect could not fail to be bene- 
ficial. The knowledge that the leasing of rooms 


| for gambling parposes would be followed by 


indictment and punishment would certainly have 
a restraining influence until a plan was devised 
to evade the law.

Why the Saratoga Agreement Is Com- 
ing to Grief, 


The Minnesota Railroads Trying to 
Coerce the People.

THE SARATOGA AGREEMENT. 
4 BAD OUTLOOK FOR THE COMBINATION. 

It does not look at present as if the Saratogs 
combination, which was gotten up at so much 
expense and labor, would prove a great success. 
Ou the contrary, there is every probability that 
before long the whole edifice, constructed of 
promises of reform, will totter to pieces, and 
the high rates which the roads thereby intended 
to squeeze out of the public will be buried in 
ite ruins. When the Saratoga agreement was 
first entered into, Taz Tarsunz was one of the 
first papers to showthat the combination was 
nothing more nor leas than a grand pool gotten 
up for the purpose of making and jntaining 
high rates in the interest of a few li Since 
that time these predictions have been verified by 
the doings of the Commissioners, and at present 
almost every paper in the country denounces the 
combination as dangerous to the public wel- 
fare. And inthis denunciation none are more 
severe than the New York journals themselves, 
which devote three or four columns a day to 
this subject. They see by the refusal of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to enter the combi- 
nation an effort on the part of Baltimore to 
wrest the Western trade from New York. Vander- 
bilt, Jewett, and Scott are denounced day after 
day ae drawbacks to New York’s welfare. Their 
pilgrimage to Baltimore to induce President 
Garrett to sign the agreement was a hard blow 
against the pride of New York, which was used 
to receive others, but not to go and worshi 
other gods. This action the people of New Yor 
will never forgive, and Vanderbilt and the rest 
of the New York managers will have yet to feel 
the consequences of their foolish move. 

It is asserted on good authority that the feel- 
ing of the people of New York has already 
caused some of the all-powerful magnates to 
shake in their boots. The President of the Erie 
Railroad, who gets the small pittance of $40,000 
for his annual wages, is said to be on the 
‘ragged edge. aud anxious to step down 
and out” of the agreement. Mr. Jewett was 
never very friendly toward the combination, but

Farpay Eventne, Nov. ~ 

Business at the banks was quiet to-day. As 
the result. of the storm, or one of the lulls that 
come occasionally, the orders for currency were 
swaller and the general business of the banke 
was lighter on the whole than for some time. 
The movement of the currency to the country 18 
still mainly for bogs. 

The demand for loans is moderately active. 
Most of the banks have a comfortable live of 
discounts, but are glad to get good outside ap- 
plications. The rate of discount, however, has 
sensibly hardened in the last two weeks. The 
banks adbere firmly to 10 per cent as the charge 
for time loans. In one or two quarters an e- 
ceptional borrower with choice securities can 
obtain a concession of 1 or 2 per cent from the 
nominal rate for short time, and especially for 
call, but the peculiarity of the market is, that 
there are comparatively no such borrowers. 
There is no such market rate for loans as 8 per 


eent for four months. 

The diminution of orders from the country for 
eurrency and the arrival of currency from New 
York have checked the dealings in New York 
exchange to some extent. The quotation to-day 
was the same as yesterday, 50@/75c discount for 


$1,000 between banks. 

The clearings are $4,000,000. 

The movement of bullion to the East, on ac- 
count of the Turkish loan negotiation, is the 
eause of the recent rise in the Bank of England 
rate of discount from 4 to 5 per cent. Since the 
end of September, the Bank of England, the 
Dank of France, the Bank of Prussia, the Bank 
of Belgium, and the Bank of Austria have lost 
$20,450,000.

It is now stated that the member of the Stur-

Sev- 
eral of our leading commission firms lost heavily 
by this, and now notify their correspondents 
that they will try todeal only with good men, 
but will not pay prospective profits. 
As an incident of the present turmoil it is not 
improbabie that the Board of Trade will be asked 
to fall back on the rule to take no cognizance of 
contracts on whieb ma:gins have not been put 
up, and to require that those margins shall be 
— in such a way that the money can be 
ob by the party to whom the turn of the 
market accords it, without fear of a lawsuit for 
ite recovery by the loser. 
The leading produce markets were again slow 
to-day, — — provisions, which were active 
as usual. The snow storm of last night was not 
severe ep to interfere With the movement 
of produce ady in transit by rail, so that the 
receipts were not materially diminished, and it is 
not thought that it will effect the movement iu 
the country to any great extent unless followed 
by another storm, or a warm spell, that will 
mire the roads. Hence the question of supply 
had little to do with prices to-day, 
outside of the general bearing, common to pre- 
ceding days of the week. The season of navi- 
ation is practically over, and but little more pro- 
uce will go forward this winter, except by raul. 
The shi ta of wheat do not promise to be 
large, but present appearances indicate that 
there will be a demand for ail the corn, oats, and 
rye that can be spared after the needs of our 
own city are suppiied. 

There was fair activity in most departments 
of the dry-goods market, the chief u- 
quiry was winter fabrics, and articles suited to 
the holiday trade, Prices were quoted steady 
aud firm. The movement in groceries was more 
active tnau on the opening days of the week, and 
the general tenor of prices was more in seilers’ 
tavor. This was especially the case with coffees, 
sirups, and sugars, though neither of those arti- 
cles were subjected to any quotable advance, The 
rice market continues dull, with prices still weak.

Mr. Kingsley has produced so many books in 
the course of a busy life that the query will 
half-form itself on the appearance of a new one, 
if be have not written himself out, 
But these pages answer emphaticaily, No. 
There is such an exuberance of life, and health, 
and spirit, and activity, in the man, that he can 
sustain &® drain oo his mental and physical 
powers ending only with his days. He is a stout, 
hearty, bold, and cheery athlete,—the very em- 
bodiment of his eplendidly muscular philosophy. 
He never makes a pause or sits down to rest in 
the battie of life. He is forever fighting in 
deadly earnest for some geod cause that needs 
defepding and pushing, or against some miser- 
able wrong that should be conquered and crusb- 
ed. It does not matter much what the purpose 
is he has in hand, he carries it along with such 
resoluteness, and pluck, and strength, that he 
carries the whole crowd of observers heart and 
soul along with him. There is such wonderful 
‘go’ in bim,“ as Mr. Gregg expresses it, tha: 
he inevitably inspires enthusiasm in everybody 
looking on. He may dash along recklessly, at 
timeg going farther and faster shan reason will 
quite warrant, but the failing is one of the most 


pardonable. Who will not rather excuse an ex- 
— of zeal in any cause, than a Lstiess torpid- 
ity 

There are some excellent essays among the 
fifteen which occupy this volume. Their sub- 
jects are diverse, although a sufficient num- 
ber deal with questions of Health and 
Education “ to give a good foundation for the 
general title. Several of them are addressed 
particularly to the ladies; in fact, were origi- 
vally read before Certain organizations of wom- 
en in England. They are familiar io style. Mr. 
Kingsley talks directly to his audience, so that 
each ove feels as though be were an exclusive 
listener. This mode of address conveys a strong 
influence of the writer's personality, and, if 
that be winding and vigorous, as in the present 
case, creates a powerful effect. Mr. Kingsley 
is, 00, so heartily sincere in what he says, -le 
so thoroughly believes in it, giving evidence also 
that he has tested its truth,—that hie readers 
are ensily persuaded to believe as be does. He 
ls, withai, so fair and generous in hia treatment 
of women that they cannot help being won to 
bim. Hoe understands them well, their faults 
aud their virtues, and he understands in what 
measure the worst of the former are the resul: 
of defective training. Hear how intelligently 
he defends woman against a just accusation 
that weighs beavily upon ner: 

And here 1 stop to answer those who may esy—as I 
have heard it said—that a woman’s i: dect is not fit 
for butiners; that, when & woman taxes to business, 
che is apt to do it ill, and anpleasantly Hewise; to be 
more suspicious, mors irritable, more grasping, more 
unreasonable, than regular meu of business would be; 
that—as 1 have heard it put—“ A woman does not 
fight fair.” The auswerissimple. Tuat a woman's 
intellect is eminently fitted for — is proved by 
the enormous amount of businese she gels through 
without any special training for it; but those faults in 
a woman of which some men complain are simpiy the 
results of her not having had a special training, Sne 
does not know the laws of business. She does not 
know the rules of the game she is playing; and, there- 
fore, she is playing it in the dark, in fear and sus- 
picion, apt to judge of questions on personal grounds, 
ten offending those with whom sae has to do, and 
oftener still making herself miserable over matters of 
law or of business, on which a little sound kuowledge 
would set her head and her heart at rest, 


Again, how tender and gentle is the judgment 
he passes on a course of conduct in women which 
is certainly disagreeaole and consurable, but for 
which he, wilh a clear vision, finds s palliating 
cause: 

When I have seen widows, having the care of ehfl- 
dren, of a great household, of a great estate, of a great 
business, struggling heroically, aud yet ofien mistak- 
enly, biamed severely for seifishness and ambition, 
while they were really sacrificing themselves with the 
divine instinct of a mother for their children’s inter- 
est, I have stood by with mingled admiration and pity, 
and said to myself; “How nobly she is doing the 
work without teaching! How much more nobiy would 
she have done it had she been taughi! She is now 

ing the work at the most enormous waste of energy 
and virtue; had she had knowledge, thrift would have 
followed it ; she wonid have doue more work with far 
less trouble, She will probably kill herself if she goes 
on: sound knowledge would have saved her health, 
saved her heart, saved her friends, and helped the very 
loved ones for whom she labors, uot always with guc- 

Cen. * * > 
Why go on, I say, save to commemorate one more 

form of great-iittie heroism,—ihe commonest, and yet 

the least remembered, of all,—namely: the heroism of 
an average mother? Ah! when I think of that last 
broad fact, I gather hope again for poor humanity: 
and this dark world looks bright, this diseased wori 
looks wholesome, to me once more,~—because, what- 
ever else id is or is not full Of, it is at least full of 
mothers, 

While the satirist only sneers, as at a stock butt for 
ridicule, at the managing mother trying to get her 
daughters married off ber hands by cuicaneries and 
meanunesses, which every novelist knows too well how 
to draw, would to heaven he, or rather, alas! she, 
would find some more chivalrous employment for his 
or ber peu,—for were they not, too, born of woman? 
loniy sey to myself,—laving had always a secret 
fonduess for poor Rebecca, though Iiove Esau more 
than Jacub,—Let the poor thing alone. With pain she 
brought these giris the world. With pain she 
educated them according to her light. With pain she 
is trying to obtain for tuem the highest earthiy bless 
ing of which she can coaceive, namely; to be weil 
married; and if, in doing that last, she maneuvres a 
little, commits a few basenesses, even tells a few un- 
truths. what does all that come to, save this: that, in 
the confused intensity of her motherly self-sacrifice, 
she will sacrifice for her daughters even her own con- 
science and her own credit? We may eneer, if we will, 
et such a poor, hard-driven soul when we meet her in 
society; our duty, both as Curisiians and ladies and 
gentiemen, seems to me to be, to do for her something 
very different indeed. 

Albeit this kindly charity pervades all bis man- 
ner toward them, Mr. Kivgsiey does not besitate 
to rebuke women fraukly and pointediy for their 
errors aad foilies ; but reproof 1s gratefully ac- 
cepied from ene who, while he is just, is also 
generous, 

But Mr. Kingsiey conveys instraction to men 
as well as women iu these essays, as witness the 
papers on Heroism, Superstition, Scieuce, The 
Study of Natural History, The Science of Health. 
Tue Air-Motbers, George Buchanan, Scholar, 
Roudelet the Huguenot Naturalist, and Vesalius 
the Anstomist. Readers of both sexes and 
various tastes will derive benefit from every hour 
spent with Charies Kingsley.

Sometimes the pieces are dropped to the 
ground in little heaps, which are carried away by 
another relay of workers; but generally each 
cutter marches of with the piece it bas severed. 
As the procession of carriers moves along a uni- 
form path to the colony, it has the appearance 
of a train of animated leaves. on tie march, 
The track over which the ante travel with their 
burden becomes in a short time as emooth and 
bare as if a cart-wheel had passed over the 
ground. As the auts troop up to their domicile, 
each one depomita its burden on the hillook, 
Ie takes it to ite place of final de- 
posit, 

‘due use which the ants make of these leaves 
is to thatch the domes which cover the entsanves 
to their subterranean dwellings, thereby pro- 
tecting the broods in the nests beveath from the 
rain. There are several species of the germs 
Oveodoma, ail pecuiiar to Tropical America, aud 
all leaf-cutters, building nests or formicaries of 
enormous extent. The ontworks which aes 
the uuderground gallemes do not rise e 2 
feet in height; but some of them cover a space 
of 40 yards in exreumference. These mounds are 
comp sed of very minute gragules of undersoil, 
brought up from aconsiderable depth, and formed 
into numerous ridges and turrets. The entrances 
to the galleries are manifold, and ail converge, 
at the depth of about 2 feet, into a broad, 
smooth gallery, or mine, teveral inenes in diame- 
ter, and desceading from 3 to 6 feet. 

The Oechodomas are known to carry their 
mines sometimes to a wonderful length. They 
will tunnel under a ditch, a river, or a pateh of 
grass, that impedes their progress above ground. 
According to the Rev. Hamlet Clark, one species 
excavated a tuane! under the River Parshvba at 
a place where the bed was as broad as the Thames 
at London Bridge. Near Para, tae Sanba ants 
onee pierced the embankment of a large reser- 
voir. Causing the escape of the eutire body of 
water it contained. Dr. Lincecam, who has ob- 
served a species which abounds in Texas, states 
that they often carry theu subterravean roads 
for several hundred yards, when obstiuctions lie 
in their path on the surface. * On one occasion, 
to secure access to a gentleman's garden, where 
they were cutting the vegetables to pieces, they 
tunneled beneath a creek, which was at that 
place 16 or 20 feet deep, and from bank to bank 
about 80 feet.” 

Mr. Bates found the Sanba ant troublesome, 
not only from its castom of destroying vegeta- 
tion, but from its habit of plundering the inhab- 
itants of their provisions. While he was resid- 
iug on the Tapajos River, he was aroused one 
night dy bis servant, who aneounced that the 
rate were devouring his stock of farinha, which 
article chanced at the time to be exceedingly 
scaree and expensive. Oa going to the store- 
room, it wae foued that the robbers were Sauba 
ante instead of rats. A broad column, com- 
posed of thousands, was steadily pa back 
and forth between the door aod the brskets of 
farinha. Those passing outwards were laden 
with the grains, sometimes larger than tbe indi- 
viduals that bore them. Some of the smaller 
ants actually staggered under the load, which 
completely hid them. ‘he baske's containing 
the farinha, standing on high tables, were cov- 
ered with the many of which were busy 
cutung the leaves which served as a lining. This 
operation noed the rustling noise which first 
disturbed Mr. Bates’ household. 

An effort was made to put a stop to the depre- 
dations of the insects by killimg them ; but fresh 
hosts came to supply the places of the dead, aud 
the attemot was found unavailing. The next 
night, trains of gunpowder were laid aloug taeir 
line of march, and, after these had been fired 
several times over, the ante seemed to be intimi- 
dated and ceased their invasions. A gentleman 
in Para tried every means he could think of to 
exterminate the pests which were desolatiog his 
gardens. Fivally he made fires over the en- 
trances to their formicaries, and blew the fumes 
of euldhur down into the galleries with a bel- 
lows. The smoke issued through outlets ninety 
yards distant from the point of its entrance, 
showing bow extensively the galleries ramified ; 
but whether it exterminated the innabitants is 
not related. 

THE BAMBOO. 

Among the infinite variety of plants with 
which Nature bas clothed the earth, the bamboo 
is one of the most useful to uncivilized man. 
The number of valuable purposes which it serves 
can scarcely be enumerated, and is almost with- 
out limit. It is a native of tropical and sub- 
tropical countries iu both hemispheres, and 
flourishes in varied soils and situations. A- 
though different species attain the height of 
lofty trees, and might properly be regarded as 
such, the bamboos in reality are merely grasses 
of a gigantic stature. There are said to be as 
many as 170 distinct species, ranging in size 
from a ewitch to a tree with a trunk 18 inches in 
diameter. All the species have a subterranean 
root-stock, from the joints of which 10 to 100 
stems shoot up into the air. 

The stems are hollow and jointed, as in ali the 
grasses, and rise straight and erect to their full 
height, without seoding out a branch. At their 
summit they emit a series of borizontal boughs, 
which, inte:laciog, form a dense thicket. The 
stems of some species are armed with spines, 
and, growing thickly set, form an almost impen- 
etrable barrier. The smaller species are often 
planted fur hedges. The young shoots of cer- 
tain kinds, as the B. Tuida, are eaten like aspar- 
agus, or pickled in vinegar. Europeans, as well 
as natives, are very fond of these articles of 
food. The new shoots grow with amazing repid- 
ity, adding several feet to their height in a single 
day. Their development can be plaialy seen 
through a — The bamboo reaches the 
age of fifty years before it blossoms. When it 
has borne seed it dies, as do the other grasses. 
The seeds of some of the species are used as 
rice and for making a kind of beer. 

The loftiest of the bamboos is the Sammot, 
which sometimes rises to the height of 100 feet, 
with a stem of only 18 inches in diameter at the 
base, the hollow wall of which is but 1 inch in 
thickness. The next largest species is the Jlly, 
which usually reaches a height of from 60 to 70 
feet. The third largest prevails throughout the 
continent aod islands of Southern Agia, and 
grows to the height of 50 feet. 

As the stems of the bamboo.are hollow, and 
vet divided by strong partitions at the joints, 
they are readily converted into cups, water-ves- 
sels, boxes, aud caseg of every sort, and even 
into boats and barrels. They also mate excel- 
lent cookiog utensils, as they will admit of water 
and vegetables being boiled in them. The stem 
of the B. Tobaccaria, which is so hard that it 
will strixe fire uoder the blow of a hatchet, is 
polished and ured for the stalks of tobacco-pipes. 

On the west coast of South America and in the 
islands of Asia, bamboo furnisbes all the ma- 
terials for the construction of houses. Mr. Wal- 
lace says Of those made by the natives of 
Borneo : 

They are all raised on posts, and are often 200 or 300 
feet long, and 40 or 50 feet wide. The floor is always 
formed of strips split from large bamboos, so that each 
may be nearly flat and nearly 3 inches wide, and these 
are firmly tied down with rattan to the joists beneath. 
When well made, this is a delightful floor to walk upon 
barefooted, the rounded surfaces of the bamboo being 
very smooth and ble to the feet, while, at the 
same time, affording a firm hold, But, what is more 
important, they form, with a mat over them, an excel- 
lent bed,—the elasticity of the bamioo, snd its 
rounded surface, being fur superior to a more rigid and 
a flatter floor. en, however, a flat, close floor is re- 
quired, excellent boards are made by spliting open 
large bamboos on oue side only, and flattening them 
ont s as to form siabs ls inches wide and 6 feet long. 
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The bamboo is also employed in building 
bridges, which are strong and safe, vet extreme- 
ly sleuder and ehaky. The tonndation consists 
of two siout bamooos crossed like the leiter X, 
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extremely beau i licate azure 
reflected light, and of a pale yellow by 2. 
mitted light. Of all known substances, sabasher 
has the lowest reflective power. 

A specimen of bamboo growing in Brazil ma 
be called s living fouusain of sweet and refresh- 
ing water. It 8 from 30 to 40 feet high, with 
a diameter of 6 inches. The stems of the shoots 
are filled with a cool liquid. which allays the 
most burning thirst. The plant is a teful 
boon to a hot country, where it sup the

WOOD SEASOKED WITH SALT. 

It has deen found by long experience that 
immersion in salt water while wood is seasoning 
prevents or retards its decay. In Holland, 
where active shipbuilding bas been carried on 
for centuries, this fact is universally admitted 
and utilized. Other maritime nations ba ve also 
known and taken advantage of it. It ie found, 
too, that piles sunk in salt water last for an 
unlimited time. External causes of decay may 
be neutralized b 9 the wood; but, 
against the internal rot, this is ineffective. 
In order to prevent dry rot, wood must be sub- 
jected to treatment when seasoning,and salt seems 
to be the most available of the simple and cheap 
antidotes. Even after dry rot has commenced 
in timber, immersion in salt water checks the 
decay and preserves the remainder of the wood.

DIMORPHOUS BUTTERFLIES. 

Mr. W. H. Edwards, the entomologist, has found, 
by a series of experiments, thet certain species 
of butterflies, of the genus Grapia, are dimor- 
phous, For example,a Grapta Dryas which he 
had secluded in a net thrown over a branch of its 
food-piant, laid a batch of enge, from which 
there hatched a large number of Grapla comma 
aod eit Grapla Dryas. A eimiler experiment 
waived by bin tp the Grade Butomologiet 
geri vy bim a ian 
On the 10th of May he iuclosed one of the spe- 
cies in a net fastened to s hop-vine. She laid 
about forty eggs, from which emerged thirty- 
nine caterpillars. Most of these reached the 
chrysalis state, and between tbe loch and J5th 
of June there emerged thirty-four batterflies, 
every one of which was a Dryas. 

CURE FOB DIPHTHERIA. 

The ravages of diphtheria have been s9 ex- 
tensive in Australia within the last few years 
thut the Government offered a large reward for 
any certain method of cure. Among the re- 
sponses was one by Mr. Greathead, who at first 
kept bis method a seeret, but afterwards com- 
municated it freely. It consists solely of sui- 
phurie acid, four drops of which are diluted in 
three-fourths of a tumbler of water, to be ad- 
ministered to an adult at intervals not specified. 
lu case of children the dose is smaller. The re- 
sult of this remedy is said to be a coagulation 
of the diphtheritic membrane, and its ready 
removal by coughing. It is asserted thet, where 
the case thus treated has not advanced to the 
very last stage, the patient recovers in nearly

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TURKISH LIFE. 


Ar. Oscanyan’s Lecture Before the 
New York Liberal Club. 
From the New York Repudlie, 

Mr. Oscanyan, formerly lw kieh Consul at this 
port, delivered a lecture on ** Domestic Life in 
Turkey” before the New Xork Liberal Club, at 
Plimpton Hall, on Friday. He began by describ- 
ing the interior of Turkish dweilings, and the 
mode of life of their occupants. Ibe Turkish 
Luaband, it would appear, has a portion of the 
house set apait for himself, where be receives 
and entertaina his guests, just as the women 
have their harem, which is inviolate. The 
speaker alluded to the strict observance by the 
women of the modest custom of remaining veiled 
in the presence of strangers. in alluding to 
polygamy the speaker said that Brigham Young 
had only revived the practices of those ancient 
Arabs which Mohammed bad endeavored to 
check when he enjoined the true believer to 
take as wives two or three women, as he pleases, 
and no more, aud if he takes another it is to be 
one of the siaves whom he has acquired, thus 
limiting Mohammedans to three wives aad one 
et cetera. Oriental houses have immense gates, 
and knockers are used instead of bells. The 
slave who admits the Oriental visitor receives 
bis slippers on enteriog, All the Turkish houses 
aie three stories high, and what answers to the 
American parior or sitting-room is at the top of 
the house. This is the case because the Turks 
aie great admirers of natural scenery and select 
as the oboicest rooms those on the upper floor 
which command the best view. Around three 
sides of Turkish apartments are wide sofas, the 
‘‘ostoman” being a misnomer and unknown in 
Turkey. Mr Oscanyan atated that upon his 
first visit to this country he called upon a young 
lady and was very much asionished at being 
informed by the servant that she was sic:ting 
upon an ottoman in the back parlor,” which 
made him loth to intrude, as he was unwilling io 
see ove of his countihywomen io such au im- 
proper position. He also disabused his auditory 
of the popular belief that the followers of ls- 
lam sit cross-legged, stating that they kneeled. 
Tbe Mohammedaus greet one another by touch- 
ing the furehead and then the mouth, and the 
stage representation of a ‘lurkish salaam is an 
absurdity. The speaker exhibited chibouque und 
narghbile pipes, and illustrated the principles of 
both. Orientals, he said, do not smoke as we 
do, by drawing in the smoxe merely into the 
mouth and tomedistely expelling, but in- 
hale it into the lunss. He thougat that 
this kind of smoke was a beneiit instead of an 
in jury, and assisted respiration. He also exhib- 
ived a Turkish coffee-cup (about the size of ap 
egg-cup), aod stated that the visitor (even if she 
were a lady) was always offered a pipe and a cup 
of coffee in Turkish houses, which it was con- 
sidered a breach of etiquette to decline. In the 
case of the caller being a lady, she need only 
place her lips to the mouthpiece of the pipe. 
ine Turkish costume, he said, had undergone 
great modification of late 8, the European 
style of dress having been largely adopted. Oue 
of the reasons that the Janizaries—a military 
order — were disbanded was that they refused to 
adopt the European modifications in costume 
prescribed to thearmy bv the father of the pres- 
eut Sultan. The Turks retaimed their head-gear, 
the fez, indooi s- ot from avy religious scruple, 
like the Quakers, but simply because they con- 
sidered it decorous to remain covered. A gentle- 
man io the audience here inquired why the Turke 
took their coffee in such diminutive cups 
and in such small quantities, to which 
Mr. Oscanyan responded that at every 
uouse virited they were expected to drink 
coffee, and therefore took only a sma! 
quantity at a time. He very humorousiy described 
his sensations of nauses in drinking coffee, 
with milk and sugar im it, and tea—which the 
Orientals use only as a medicine for colds— from 
a tea-cup, woich he characterized as European 
small soup-tureen. The leciurer concluded by 
reading passages in Turkish from the Koran, at 
the request ot one of the audience.

Five yeara ago,” 
said he, there were not one-tenth as many; aud 
yet, in spite of the panic and the Grangers, there 
has been a vast increase in the number.” 

NO MORE 60 THAN AMONG THE FABMERS, 
was my reply. And this reminds me of an old 
aunt, who had the rheumatism, a crick in the 
back, and half-a-dozen similar ailments, and yet 
she would do twice as much work as any other 
person ; in short, it appeared that, the more that 
she was afflicted, the more she could do. And 
so it appears among business men and farmers: 
give them a panic or a short crop, and it is won- 
derful how they will begin to sborten up their 
expenses in a thousand ways; and, the first 
thing they know, they have a surplus of cash on 
band. The lessened demand for goods begets 
sharp competitions, and moderate stocks sre 
carried, and quick sales aimed ai. The result 
is a better net profit, for the dead weight is all 
thrown off. Now we have five livery-stables to 
one ten years ago, and all of them well patron- 
ized. 

There has been more net money made by the 
dealers and manufacturers of the village, or 
rather more saved; and the same state of thiags 
has reached the country. The ready pay that 
has enabled the farmer to purchase his supplies 
at a greatly-reduced cost has deen of as much 
value to the dealer as to himself, by taking away 
that canker of the dealer, bad debts. It is this 
that bas enabled the dealer and man of business, 
and the farmer, to purchase a carriage and to 
keep an extra borse. The village-horse that de- 
livers farniture, dry goods, and groceries, during 
the week, takes the family into the country on 
Sunday, and often after 6 o’clock on the long 
summer-eveniggs. All of this goes to show the 
general prosperity of the country, and that all 
this cry about hard times has no real foundation. 

One of the points of economy made by the 
farmers has been in the purchase of farm-imple- 
ments. These have been reduced in cost from 
20 to 25 percent. The cause of this reduction 
has beea 


READY Pay, 

and this ready-pay system was inangurated by 
the Farmers’ Clubs, aod not by the Granges 
This latter class has, by a secret arrangement, 
carried out what the Clubs did openly; not only 
to their own advantage, but to that of the manu- 
factuier and the dealer. Wien the faimer 
pays cash down, he carefully examines the article 
in all its features, and then takes good care of 
it. This appears to be a universal law. The 
truth is, the thing purchased on time is less 
cared for, as the person does rot realize that it 
is his; but, when it is paid for, he no longer 
bas a divided interest, but feels full ownership. 

Then, again, whea he bas to pay cash in band, 
he does not purchase move thav his needs de- 
mand, and thus ecopomizes his resources, 
and thus one great leak is stopped. The plow 
that is paid for is oited and housed, and so it is 
with all other implements; and this care doubles 
the value of a reaper, mower, Wagon, or other 
implement, as it preserves it from rust and rot. 

Then the high price of farm-labor, and its 
poor quality, have turned tae farmers’ attention 
to the economy of labor, and it is supplied to a 
better advantage. It is a trite saying, that it is 
an ill wind that olows nobody good. In this re- 
spect the panic blew considerable good, and to- 
day the majority of our farmers are 

BETTER OFF FOR IT, 

as it bas compelled economy, business-pradence 
and tact.

He is not so ready to buy implements, 
lightning-rods, sewing-machides, and similar 
goods, at two prices, becaus* he can get them on 
time. Tuen be has become more social, 
of the Farmers’ Clubs and the Grange; and, what 
is better, has become a more general reader of 
the news of the day, and consequently better 
osted as regards the markets and the worla's 
sings. All chese things combined have enabled 
him to on a buggy or carriage, and come up 
higher in the field of ratiobal enjoyment, 

Yesterday a brickmaker said, Mr. Rural, 
are you aware that the farmers are putting up a 
great many brick bouses? I am seiling 4 
the brick to the farmers that I sell to the town. 
They are not only building new houses, but put- 
ting in cellars ‘and cisterns, which bas largely 
increased my busivess, very much to my sur- 
prise, for I was aware that the demand for build- 
ings in town had fallen off, but this new demand 
bas more than made it up. And then these men 
pay cash, and I bear Little complaint of hard 
times.“ The fact is, few farmers now talk about 
selling out; and — are disposed to put their 
farms and farm-buildings in the best possible 
order for comfort and convenience. Farm- 
houses are being raised to grade, and nice brick 
walls put under them for cellars, cisterns con- 
structed, and basement stables put under the 
barns; and all this is the result of the panic, 
that quieted down our people to the sober busi- 
nees of life, and which has enabled the citizen 
and the farmer to ride in his carriage. 

DUCKS. 
Towowna, III., Nov. 10, 1874, 

Mn.“ Rurat "Ste: Last spring a friend gave me 
a dozen ducks’ egas, and I have eight young ducks. 
Now. I with you to tell me when to pick them, and 
how I can tell when the feathers are ripe. What part 
of the body shall I pick the feathers off? I was not 
bronght up on a farm, and never saw a duck or goose 
picked for the feathers. I think to make some nice 
piliows from my ducks. Will I find it profitable to 
keep ducks for their egg and feathers? Please give 
me all the information that you can on the subject, 
Husband thiuks that I will grow tired of my ducks, as 
they are pretty free feeders, and have no hesitation in 
letting me know when they are hungry or dry. 

Mrs. P. H. 

Ducks are kept for their eggs and flesh ; and 
the feathers, excent the picking at the time of 
killing, are of no great value. Were I to owo a 
thousand ducks or geese, I would not have them 
plucked alive. The picking of geese and ducks, 
unless done by an expert and at the proper time, 
is a crue! act,—at best one that I prefer to be 
excused from. I bave never found ducks very 
profitable, probably for the reason that I have no 
spring or small brook for them to dabble in. 
> They must bave water constantly, and then a 

coop for them at night, where they can be secure 
from rats and other vermin, and for their nests. 
Ducks lay darivg the nigbt or early in the morn- 
ing, and are not let out of the duck-bouse until 
they have laid. as they are not particular where 
they drop their eggs, unles* they concinde to sit 
ou them, whea they select some secluded place, 
and layin it with great regularity; but this is 
not the case at any other time, as thev often lay 
in shallow water. When a boy I ueed to hunt 
ducks’ eggs in the shallow waters of the creeks. 
It is probable that they also laid in the deep wa- 
ter. Asi grew older, some one suggested that, 
if the ducks were shut up at night, we could get 
the eggs. Acting on this idea, I made a pen, 
and kep: them in until 8 or 9o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and then let them go to the brook. I found 
this a great savine of labor and of wet feet, with 
a large increase in tho number of eggs secured. 

Young ducks are best for market, aud those of 
a year old are also the best and most quiet, as 
oid ducks become noisy and  quarrel- 
some. For this reason, the breeding 
ducks should be killed at two years 
old, or rather the second fall; and the young 
ducks, that are intended for the tablo, at the 
close of the season; at that time they ought to 
be in good flesh, with a nico coat of feat gers. 
that pay for the picking. In doing this, cut off 
the head, and be careful to take off the feathers 
while the body is vet warm. After the feathers, 
take off the down, but do not scald them, as that 
not only injures the feathers, but the skin will 
not have that plump, rudd appearance as if 
picked dry. Of course the young ducks should 
not be plucked, as it would seriously injure them 
for the table. and the laying ducks must not be 
interfered with, on account of the eggs; and, as 
they are to be killed io the fall for their flesh 
and feathers, it is of course-sheer cruelty and 
nonsense to think of taking off their feathers at 
any other time. 

In the case of geese, we pursue a different 
course in regard to the laying geese, as the old 

dene are better than young ones for breeding. 
fter deciding as to the number to winter over, 
the young geese are killed, and the feathers 
plucked as in the case of ducks. It was a late- 
plucked goose that drew from the poet the ex- 
pression;

ADULTERATED HONEY. 

The National Beekeepers’ Association have 
had this subject under consideration, and re- 
ported adversely to the practice. The h 
has only all to the subject, and no f re- 
port has vet reached us. But it may as weil be 
stated in what consists this adulteration, so that 
people may guard against it. It is simply the 
best white corn-starch or sugar-loaf sirup 
flavored with honey. The honeycomb is placed 
on the uiside of the jer, next the glass, aud 
the jar filled with the clear, transparent sirup. 
It is a good judge who can detect the difference 
when applied to the morning “slapjacks.” Tho 
deception consists in selling one pound of honey, 
that costs 28 cents, and three pounds of sirup, 
that costs 10 cents a pound, altogether for 35 
cents a pound,—a better busivess than selling 
pure boney, as we may see by the figures:

inappropriate, It is rather too bad that one can never 
got on a grass question without having to explain in 
detail what is meant; but the confusion has — 80 
widespread that it seems necessary in order to avoid 
being misundersiood.—Germantown Telegraph, 

Tue Taisune was the first to point out the 
fact that Keutucky blue-grass was identical with 
the June-grass of New Yors and New England, 
the green grass and wine-grase of Ohio, and that 
the English or diue-grass of the ootaaist (Poa 
compressa) was not the Kentucky blue-graas 
(Poa protense). That it is ths best lawn-grass, 
we have loug known, and are pleased to see Mr. 
Meehan add his testimony to that fact. The 
blue grass is a little slow in making a good turf ; 
but, when made, itis one of the very best. In 
the trans-Missouri country, the gramma-grass 
will occupy the same position as the biue-grass 
here. Keutucky blue-grass bas become a name 
so weil known that all others may welt be 
dropped, and this valuable grass known by that 
name; but it is well that our Eastern dairvmen 
understaud the fact of its identity, as many of 
them have the idea that theirs is an inferior va- 
riety. Inthe Kentucky blue-grass region, the 
limestone that forms the soil contains a large 
per cent of phosphates, that tends to add a deep- 
er hue to the grass and give it more vigor. 

A HALF-DAY ON THE LAWN. 

At this season of the year, a littie attention 
must be given to the lawn. But then there are 
many farm-houses without a lawn. Very true, 
then, where they are wanting, go aod make oue. 
Set apart 100 feet square, if no more can be af- 
forded, or, better, one or two acres, and plant 
some kind of trees on it, for no farm-house has 
a countenance without trees; you might as well 
altempt to set off aman for company witbout a 
hat, coat, and boots, or a lady without ruffles 
aud abonnet. A grass-plat and trees about the 
house make alawn. No difficult tas, one might 
suppose, and yet there are too few of them, and 
most of them are too small. The farmer who 
has 80 acres of land can afford one or two of 
them to make his house more pleasant, as the 
grass mav be cut and fed to the borses and cows 
when grown, aod thus make the lawn a cash- 
paying insutution. And yet we need not be so 
niggardiy that we cangot plant a few shrubs, 
roses, aod herbareous plants, avd, at tuis season, 
a small bead of tulips. A hundred bulbs of 
mixed tulips will cost no great sum; but, if that 
is too mucb, cut down the oumber to suit your 
own ideas; but plant a few at least. You may 
spade a rip — — main path; in this make 
a trench 4 menes p; put in an inch of sand, 
and on this the bulbs of tulips, say 4 to 6 inches 
apart; then add another inch of sand, and fill up 
with the earth, and then rake the bed smooth. 

If you have well-rotted manure, mulch the 
bed 2 inches deep, or cover with leaves, and 
the bed is ready for wioter. After tue season 
of growth is over, it is better to taxe up the 
bulos, and let them dry in à cool, shady place, 
for a month or two, and sort them out, plaating 
the large bulbs by themselves, and gro the 
small ones for future bloommg. A f-day 
spent in planting buibs and shrubs is a half-day 
well spent. In some parts of the country, the 
nd is already frozen; but then we may yet 
ave a full month of fine autumn-weather in 
which to do up a great deal of work that usually 
goes over until spring. 
IT IS A GOOD TIME 
to cnt the water-sproute from the orchard and the 
shade-trees, aud to cidy up the farm in general. 
The corn-crop is so light that we have cousider- 
able time on our hands for other work. The dry, 
long. pleasant autumn has induced many farmers 
to cus ditches, and every road-scraper in the 
country is in use. This will vastly improve 
many farms, especially those having ds and 
large wet places. Some years ago I a mile 
of open ditch cut.

WAR ON SHYSTERS. 

"Phe leéches who term themselves lawyers, and 
who infest the police courte of the city like ver- 
min, are at last coming to grief. | Justice Kauf- 
mano, of the North Side Police Court, has 
caused to be placed in a conspicuous position in 
bis court-room a notice that on and after a cer- 
taiu date, pow past, none but licensed attorneys 
will be allowed to practice in his court. Justice 
Scully has done the same, and Justice Boyden 
has notified the shyster lawyers who hang around 
his court-room that he will not tolerate them. 
This class of men are worse than robbers in a 
certain way. They make their appearance 
at an early hour in the morning, 
apd examine the books at the stations to ascer- 
tain who has been arrested, aad, watching their 
opportunity, thrust themselves upon the prison- 
er, tendering their valuable legal services to 
him for whatever amount the unfortunate 
offender may chance to have in his pocket, be it 
ever co smail. Anotherdodge that these feliows 
play to make a nickel is to sit around the court- 
room by the dozen and watch for the appearance 
of some one who desires a warrant. The Jus- 
tice, of course, is busily occupied in trying cases, 
and until his court adjourns cannot attend to 
the applicants. The shysier, knowing this, 
pounces down upon the applicant, and for 
$6, or $1, or 50 cénts,—if that is all the 
complainant has,—will draw up the warrant, 
and ata moment when the Justice is waiting 
the call of a prisoner, will shove the warrant 
before him; it is mgned, and the shyster has 
made his fee. ’ 

Justice Boyden has attempted time and 
again to stop tis practice, but it is with difficul- 
ty that he has partially succeeded in weeding 
out some few of those vagrants. Last summer 
he cent one of them tothe Bridewell for thiriy 
days. That sentence cured that fellow, and he 
bas not been seen since in the South Side Police

due didn’t bave.the money. but borrowed the 
amount, and, upon Leddy’s promise that he 
would meet her yesterday and carry out 
bis part of the programme as her at- 
toruey, the poor woman placed in bis 
treacherous hand the 85 note. Yesterday he 
failed to come to time. The deceived woman 
was present, and, on ascertaining the duplicity of 
this shyster lawyer, she acquainted Justice Boy- 
den with his conduct, who immediately caused 
the Clerk of the Court to write and send the fol- 
lowing letter:

One of the 
great blessings brought by the now is the mak- 
ing so uncomfortably cold the sidewal ka that 
wayside beggars are forced to stay at home un- 
til a genial thaw again lays bare their resting- 
places. The unfortunate woman who exposes 
the horrible stump of her right arm while she 
tortures the burdy-gurdy with her left; the 
eadaverous mendicant whose tin sign explains 
that while working in an Eastern mine it pleased 
Providence to let the blast go off ten seconds too 
soon and blow his eyes out; the miserable 
young crippled girl who was left at 11 years of 
age by a drunken father to care for a bed- 
ridden mother and thirteen or four- 
teen younger children; the veteran who had 
both legs eclipsed by a camnon-ball at Gettvs- 
burg, and has been trying for tbe last ten years 
to procure cork substitutes,—all these vanish 
with the first storm, and there is hardly a pas- 
asenger on the street-cars who does not welcome 
their absence heartily and wish that u might last 
forever. 

Another snow-blessing is the dlearing out of 
the sidewalk fruit-stands, which are perbaps a 
greater eye-sore, and more cumbersome to the 
sidewalks, than the mendicant cripples. Another 
blessing is the fact that a decent fall of snow 
covers up for a day or two the innumerable 
dead dogs and rats, the removal of which has 
been unavoidably delayed by the civic of- 
ficial paid to remove them.

FIRE-PROOF SHINGLES. 

Dr. R. W. Piper, chemical operator, connected 

with the United States Oxygenated Paint and 


ed a paint or wash, the application of which will 
render shingles a fire-proof roofing. Accepting 
the Doctor's invitation, a reporter of Tus Tarn- 
UNE yesterday visited his laboratory, at No. 13 
South Canal street, and there witnessed an illus- 
tration of the non-ignitable quality imparted to 
commou wood or sbingles by the use 
of the wash, The Doctor took a pine 
shingle, which be coated once, and then 
subjected toalarge flame. The shiogle, after 
the lapse of seven minutes, was found to be only 
charred. A section of shingle roofing was then 
exhibited, which had been exposed to a strong 
fire, This section of roofing was backed with a 
water and fire proof cement. The effect of the 
fire upon it was to char the overlapping portion 
of the shingles, and in no instance did it pene- 
trate to the cement. 

The Doctor showed miniature water-tanks 
with bp — bottows, rendered impervious to the 
liquid element by being coated with the prepared 
paint. It is his opinion that, if wooden structures 
received coatings of his invention there would 
be no reason to fear extensive conflagrations. 
The wood will not readily iguite, will not entit 
— if a-fire, nor will it blaze or give out a 

e 


It is the Doctor’s inteation to give a public ex- 
hibition of the efficacy of his invention in ren- 
dering wood all but imperishable, and indestruct- 
ible by fire. If he succeeds, he will have solved 
a problem which has taxed the genius, as it has 
disturbed the equnaimity of architects and 
builders, from the time of the building of King 
Solomon’s temple down to the present ay.
